Tue republicans in caucus assembled 
have resolved to resist the adoption of 
the Morgan joint resolution. They want 
the “Lone Fisherman” to throw out the 
Georgia electoral vote, and they also 
want to put Mr. Arthur in a position to 
perpetuate the power of the party 
whether it carries the country or not. It 
is a fine echeme. 


Ir the Morgan joint resolution is 
adopted by the house—it undoubtedly 
will be—the vote of Georgia will be 
counted unless both houses concur in 
throwing it out. If no rule at all is 
adopted, Vice-President Wheeler will 
doubtless attempt to make the count—an 
attempt that will be resisted by the dem- 
ocrats as revolutionary and dangerous to 
the liberties of the people. The attitude 
of the republicans in the house is breed- 
ing an agitation that may lead where the 
republican men wers le ut expect. 

The Legisiative Apportionment. 

Not only will the Jegislature at its next 
session be called upon to reform the con- 
gressional districts, but the duty of 
changing the legislative districts will, 
under the constitution, devolve upon it. 
An unjust, eccentric and undemocratic 
provision of the constitution does not 
admit of many changes in the lower and 
so-calfed popular branch of the legisla- 
ture. Under this provision the six most 
populous counties are to have three rep- 
resentatives each; the next twenty-six, 
two each, and the remainder, 105, one 
each. Floyd comes into the first rank, 
displacing Houston, which will hereafter 
be entitled to only two members. Pike, 
Walton, Hall, Putnam and DeKalb of the 
third rank exchange places with Talbot, 
Macon, Douzherty, Newton and Stewart 
of the second rank. No other changes 
can constitutionally take place in the 
house of representatives. Fulton, with 
a population of 49,515, and Chatham, 
with a population of 45,110—both wealthy 
prosperous counties—will be represented 
by six members, or one for every 15,954 
of population. Charlton, Echols, Col- 
quitt, Irwin, Towns and Glascock will be 
represented by six members, although 
their entire population is but 16,775. If 
the alleged popular branch of the legis- 
lature were put on a popular and square- 
ly republican basis, the floaterial system 
would adjust these unjust differenees in 
representation, and give each citizen 
equal weight in selecting members of the 
legislature. 

Fortunately these discriminations can 
be partially remedied in the formation of 
the new senatorial districts. The consti- 
tution authorizes the general assembly 
to change the senatorial districts after 
each census, the number of them not to 
exceed forty-four. ‘At present 78,291 
people in the 35th district have no greater 
representation in the senate than 15,974 
people in the 3d district. 56,018 peo- 
ple in the Ist district are neutralized 
atthe other end of the line by 20,498 
people in the ‘44th district. There 
is no need of multiplying instances of this 
kind. The state is full of them. The 37 
other states of the union do not, it is safe 
to say, afford a like system of legislative 
representation. Neither houseis based 
on population. Neither house is there- 
fore strictly representative. The .omY 
remedy, short of a constitutiom™! amend- 

ment, is found ™ ®*® fair and 


equitable regppottionment of the senato- 
rial districts. The senatorial ratio under 


the new census should be 34,703. 
A Colored Man in the Cabinet. 

For once, we are disappointed in the 
Burlington Hawkeye. Our esteemed 
contemporary appears to be favorably 
disposed toward thecolored man, but its 
sympathy is-nearly perfunctory.

There are a number of 
colored men~‘in Georgia who are 
in every way superior to Rainey in intel- 
ligence and education. Why should not 
one of these be selected in place of 
Rainey? We have in mind Pledger, of 
Athens, Richard Wright, of Cuthbert, 
Smith Easley, Jr., of Atlanta, and John 
Deveaux, of Savannah, and there are 
others whose names do not occur to us, 
who would fill the place bétter than 
Rainey. In what way have the colored 
people of Georgia wronged the editor of 
the Burlington Hewkeye that-he should 
flout them in this cruel manner? If our 
contemporary has any confidence in Tur 
Constitution he should have been con- 
vinced long ago that the colored people 
of Georgia are by far the most infelligent 
and best educated representatives of the 
race in the south.

Now the election for mayor and cotncil 
is over, itis high timre that the subject of 
improving the streets was taken up and 
some definite plan of permanent improve- 
ment settled upon. Heretofore the money 
spent and labor bestowed has been ill- 
advised and to but little purpose. 

The subject is momentous, and demands 
prompt action. The present condition of 
the streets is —— The main thor- 
oughfares can only be passed now in vehicles’ 
by crowding on the street railroad track, 
which cannot be kept in good order when 
macadamized only in the center and twe 
feet on each side of ouside rail. With'the 
crushing of heavy wagons when the outside 
is not supported the} r.ck will give way. 
Yet, it is better than no rock at ull, as the 
space between the railroad track and side- 
walk is impassable. The plan of the rock 
crusher is sufficient for the streets outside 
the centerof tLe city. Great improvements 
have been made in crushers since the one 
now in use by the city was bought. Rock 
quarries abound in every direction around 
the city, cru: hers can supply material, and 
1 would suggest that rock should be placed 
at once from the railroad.track to the curb 
on one side of each main street from center 
to corporation line. This would give relief 
until the other side could be macadamized 
as fast as time and funds would permit. 

The grade on Peachtree street needs an 
entire change. The chairman of the street 
committee at the time that the railroad tr c: 
was located did not lower the grade in tue 
water drains as he should, consequently the 
sides are so high that the water is thrown 
in the middlieof thestreet on the railroad 
track and makesit a wesh or gutter. This 
should be remedied by lowering the sides 
of the streets at once. The city has placed 
a proper grade and macadamized a portion 
~ of South Pryor street on the correct plan, 
high in the center, thus throwing the sur- 
face water into proper gutters on each side. 
This is the way al! streets should be shaped. 
Something better than crushed rock may be 
ado for business streets in center of the 
city. We might select something used by 
other cities that would be better than 
crushed rock for pe?manency. [he street 
railroad company wiil, I think, co-operate 
with the city authorities in any plan that 
will improve the main streets. Self-preser- 
vation, if nothing else, would prompt them 
to do so. The labor and monéy spent in 
the last year on Washington and Jackson 
streets been mere folly.
